St Petersburg, April 14—The Asso- 


ciated Press obtained tonight what is 
practically an official version of the 
sinking of the battleship Petrbpavlovsk 
and it clears up to a great extent the 
mysterious features of the vessel's de- 
struction 


Retiring before the advance of the 


superior Japanese fleet the Russian 
squadron approached the entrance to 
the harbor 
It was shortly after g 
o'clock in the morning and most of the 
officers 
and members of the crew 


were at breakfast 
Makaroff 'was in 


shis cabin and the ward room 
crowded with officers 
On the bridge 


Giand Duke Cyril, Lieut. Van Kobe 
and Captain Jakovleff, 
co'mmanding 
the vessel, and two other 
officers, 


were on watch examining the entrance 
p-eparatory to entering the harbor. 
About S 5tt o'clock there was a ter- 


r'fic explosion of boilers, followed a 
few seconds later by a detonation from 
the magazines 
V 
Huge gaps were torn, in the hull of 


the ship and the water rushed in and 
the ship lolled on her side and sank. 


All infoimation fiends to prove that 
a mine was responsible for the 
de- 
stiuction pf the Petropavlovsk. 


Never to Be Described. 
The scene below will never be de- 


scribed, aa, so far as knowlH 
not a 


single person between decks escaped. 
The steam which scalded the men on 
deck indicated what must have been 
the character of the death met by 
those in the engine room 
The men 


on deck were thrown in all directions, 
those falling into the water swim- 
ming and giasping wreckage. 
The remainder of the squadrpn im- 


mediately stopped and loweled small 
boats and torpedo boats steamel as 
quickly as possible to the rescue of 
the survivors.

plosion sent Grand Duke Cyril flying 
across the bridge and the base of his 
skull struck an iron stanchion.

Head Prevents BMohing 


Pensacola, Fla, April 14—That 
the 
Missouri had a narrow escape from be- 
ing blown to pieces by an explosion 
of the magazine and also being beach- 
ed, came to light today Captain Cowles 
pi evented the latter when the vessel 
was within 250 yards of the beach by 
ordering the ship's 
course changed 


Chief Gunner's Mate Monson saved the 
ship and the lives of over 800 men by 
lumping into the open magazine and 
closing the door behind him It is sta- 
ted when the officers heard the ex- 
plosion in the turret and saw the fire 


eaplng through the top they realized 
that the hot magazine would explode 
and headed the ship for the beach, In- 
ending to beach her if possible be- 
fore the explosion 
Cowles quickly 


stopped the plan and put the ship back 
to sea 
When the first explosion oc- 


curred in the turret the men in the 
tandllng room knew In an Instant what 
lad occurred The magazine door was 
open and standing against 
it 
were 


0111 charges of powder 
Without a moment's hesitation Mon- 


son shoved these aside and jumping 
nto the magazine closed the door af- 
er him 
The magazine was flooded 
\\ith water and when they opened the 
door they found Mbnson barely alive, 
he water having reached to his neck. 
The damage to the 
battleship 
Is 


much greater than stated first. In ad- 
dition to a large amount of ammuni- 
tion ruined by flooding the magazine, 
the after turret Is badly injured The 
hoist is a charred mass and the mech- 
anism of the gun completely ruined. 
Estimates place the damage at $50,000. 
The total list of dead now numbers 
thirty-two, O B Moe apprentice, J F. 
Knight, seaman, and J. T Donnelly, 
ordinary seaman, dying 
since 
last 
nights repoit. 


The funeral of seventeen seamen oc- 
curred this afternoon and each ship of 
the fleet was represented, fully 5000 
men being present, while 
thousands 


from the city were in attendanc, every 
place of business being cloved and flags 
half masted. 
The bodies of the officers and eight 


of. the seamen were shipped to tittle 
homes tonight Others are being held 
to await advices from relatives.

Body of the Well Known Ex-Mayer 


Found In HI» Kitchen Tuesday 


Noon By Step Son. 


HAD BEEN DEAD SEVERAL HOURS 


Wife Wa* Away on a Visit—Had Been 


Complaining—Sketch of His Life. 


Benjamin Z Taylor, former mayor 
of Decatur, was found dead at 1:10 
p m. Tuesday at his home on West 
Macon street 
His wife was away 


and he had been dead probably four 
or five hours before he was found. 
The lifeless body of Mr. Taylor was 


discovered on the floor of the kitchen 
by Us step-son, Walter May, and Jo- 
seph H. Tumbach of St. Louis. 
In the morning Mr. Taylor 
was 
dressing when Walter May left the 
house to go to school. 
He greeted 


Mr. Taylor and did not notice anything 
unusual about him. 
It is thought 
that Mr. Taylor put on his hat and 
overcoat ready to leave the house and 
went to the kitchen to get a drink of 
water. 
When found he had his over- 
coat on and hla hat had fallen from his 
head. 
The body was near the sink 


as though Mr Taylor had stepped to 
the sink to turn on the water and 
had fallen over dead. 
Wife Aw»y. 
Mr. Taylor and Walter May were in 


the house alone as Mrs. Taylor was 
away. 
For two weeks past she has 
been in St. Louis on account of the 
Illness of her sister, Mrs. Winnie, and 
It was known that she would leave

Not a Surprise. 
While the announcement of 
Mr. 


Taylor's sudden death on the street was 
a shock to his friends yet many were 
not greatly surprised' to hear that he 
was dead. 
For the past yenr Mr. 


Taylor has been failles In health and 
for several months he had seemed to 
be growing rapidly worse. 
He look- 


ed sick and soemed to have 
greatly 
aged, so much so that his friends have 
talked of it. 
J. P. Nicholson wa» the last man to 


talk to Mr. Taylor nt length. 
They 


walked home together Monday night. 
Mr. Nicholson turned off a block before 
Mr. Taylor's house was reached.

tions on this matter on account of the 
failure of the last Piatt county conven- 
tion to endorse this same idea. 
Yet 
there are but few of Mr. Shonkwiler's 
real friends but who think at this time 
a serious mistake was made In not en- 
dorsing the resolution offered instruct- 
ing the member of the committee from 
Piatt to vote to call the congressional 
convention before the time of the state 
convention. 
And now as to the third proposition. 
Every important mov« made by the 
leaders of the Warner Interests in Pi- 
att county have been "Warner first," 
and the Interests of the party and of 
every other candidate In the county 
have been made secondary or subor- 
dinate to them. 
The "snap resolu- 
tion*" in the 
coroner's 
convention 


meant Warner first, regardless of the 
Interests of the party in the county. 
The calling of the county convention 
for county candidates, giving only ten 
days public notice at a time when the 
county candidates least thought of it, 
was wholly In the interests of Mr. War- 
ner, for to delay that 
convention 


meant certain defeat In the county that 
wa« looked upon by the rest of the 
state as the father of his candidacy. 
The slap In the face at Champaign 
county in the failure to Instruct for 
Mr. McCullough, an egregious 
error, 


which. DeWitt endorsed to make right 
by endorsing for him, was supposed to 
add to Mr. Warner's strength, hut was 
in reality a direct bloto to our own 
candidate's Interests and the failure 
to endorse the resolution instructing 
Platt's commltteeman to vote to call 
the 
congressional convention before 


the time of the state convention waa 
positively against the Interest* of Mr. 
Shonkwller afld In favor of Mr. War- 
ner's congressional candidacy. 
And 
so I say that every important move 
made by the Warner leaders of Ptatt 
county shows plainly that they are en- 
deavoring to look first to Mr. Warner's 
political 
welfare. 
However, 
Mr. 
Shonkwiler himself Is in a 
measure, 
responsible tor bringing- about 
the 
state of affairs that baa put nis own 


being persuaded to believe that his 
own chances for success depended up- 
on Mr. Warner's carrying Piatt coun- 
ty and securing the nomination (or 
governor. 
So tar as Mr. Shonkwller 
is concerned there is no one in Piatt 
who stands higher in the esteem ot 
the republicans, of the county than he 
and Hie county Is his, and was before 
the governor's contest opened up, but 
for the asking, and it was wholly un- 
necessary and quite impolitic on his 
part for htm to have taken the active 
interest he did in- the governor's con- 
test. 
But it waa a shrewd move up- 


on the part of the Warner leaders to 
get his efforts and influence, for that 
alone carried the county for Warner, 
So what has been done or what ts now 
doing by the Warner leaders of Piatt 
county to farther Mr. 
Shonkwiler's 
candidacy we should be glad to have 
some great mind explain.

This sum was also 
inadequate) and to help out carriers 
were permitted to act as agents for 
newspapers, dry goods 
houses and 


grocery houses for pay. This system 
was found to be altogether bad and 
was demoralizing to the service. The 
present congress ha* shown a desire to 
increase the pay to $720 a year or $60 
a month, but the rub came on shutting 
off the right of a carrier to act as 
agent for anybody. 


After more than two weeks' discus-, 


lion In which the hand of the lobby 
wa* visible and the line of cleavage' 
wa* clearly defined between tho*e who 
Wished to rescue the rural delivery, 
•ervioa trow a practice that wa» sure 
to develop a great scandal and tho*« 
who w*r* willing to prostitute It to 
private «*ln, the House finally adopt- 
•d an amendment Increasing th* pay 
o: carrier, to $729 a year ana prohifc- 


Iting them from .acting a* ageats or 
solicitors for hire. 


When the- postoffice appropriation 


bill with this amendment reached the 
sf-nate the lobby that had been work- 
Ing on the House began to work al 
the other end of the Capitol. It was 
successful to the extent of inducing 
the postoffice committee of the sen' 
ate to reject the House amendment 
and report one of its own It increas- 
ed pay o^carriers to $750 a year, and 
added: 


Said carrier shall not solicit business 


or receive orders of any kind for any 
person, firm, or corporation, and shall 
rot, during their hours of employment, 
carry any merchandise for hire, pro- 
vided, that said carriers may cairy 
merchandise for hire and receive sub- 
scriptions for and deliver newspapers 
magazines and other periodicals for 
and upon the request of patrons re- 
siding upon their 
tespective routes 


whenever the same shall not interfere 
with the proper discharge of their of- 
ficial duties and undei such regula- 
tions as the postmaster general may 
prescribe, and not 
otherwise, and, 


provided further, that no carrier shall 
refuse to deliver or to take orders or 
subscriptions for any 
merchandise, 


newspapers, or periodicals requested by 
any patron on his route, subject to 
the laws of the United States and the 
regulations of the postmaster general. 


It would take a committee of lawyers 


to tell what this means, and then there 
would be several disagreeing opinions 
The phraseology Is 
discreditable to 


whoever drafted it, and no senator has 
undertaken to tell just what it means. 
The preponderance of opinion is that 
It would permit the carrieis to do er- 
rands' for pations, but, not to act as 
agents fpr newspapers or other firm 
and corporations If this is the object 
it should be put In clear language 


As the two- houses have 
disagreed 


the question will go to a committee of 
conference. As both houses have de- 
clared against allowing the catiiers to 
act as paid agents for any person, firm 
01 coi Deration the committee of con- 
ference will doubtless embody that 
piovision in its report. The pay will 
ptobubly be left as fixed bjpthe House 
—$720 a year The precedent of in- 
creasing the pay, once established, it 
can be increased again when circum- 
stances shall Justify 
The Important 


point is to out off the outside agency 
end soliciting business, which was fas- 
tening Itself of the rural carrier sys-

"THE LATE 
UNPLEASANTNESS." 


The Saturday evening Post gives the 


following explanation of the origin of 
the appellation "The Late Unpleasant- 
ness." 


Every one Is familiar with- the term, 


"the late unpleasantness," as denoting 
the war between the steles, but there 
are few who know that It was coined 
by none other than the late Gen. Ben- 
jamin F. Butler. The late Dr. A. T. P. 
Garnett of Washington used to tell 
tap story somewhat as follows. 


At a dinner given In Washington by 


Caleb Gushing shortly after the war. 
Gen, 
Butler and Dr. Garnett were In- 


vited guests. Dr Garnett was detain- 
ed by his professional duties and did 
not come in until late. When he en- 
tered the dining room Gen Butler was 
speaking, and, by way of contributing 
to the general good-humor of the eve- 
ning, the Union general took occas- 
Ion in the course of his remarks, to 
refer to the war as "the fate rebel- 
lion." 


Dr Garnett was then one of the 


leading phylsclans of Washington, had 
been surgeon general o£ the confeder- 
ate army and private physician to Jef- 
ferson Davis. Unless Robert Toombs 
of Georgia might be accepted, theie 
\vas nevei a more 
unreconstructed 


rebel than Dr. Garnett. When the ex- 
Confederate heard Gen Butler's re- 
mark he was on his feet In an in- 
stant 


"There was no rebellion, sir'" he 


cried. "There was no one to rebe1 
against. We were free-born American 
citizens, fighting for what we though! 
was right Fate was against us and 
WP surrendered In good faith I per- 
mit no man to say in my presence 
that we were rebels " 


Gen Butler bowed. 
"I regiet ex- 


tremely having given offense to a fel- 
low guest," he said 
smiling. "If 


may be perirttted by my host and by 
Dr. Garnett I will withdraw my epithet 
Instead of the rebellion we will call it 
the late unpleasantness."

At- 
torney-General Hamlin 
has recently 


written an opinion In letter form on 
this point which may be of value to 
assessors and of Interest to property 
owners. Mr. Hamlin says: 
"Dear Sir: Tour letter is at hand, 


asking my construction of section 8 of 
the revenue law of the state. 
The 


general provision of the law Is that 
personal property shall be listed and 
assessed In the county, town, city, vil- 
lage or district where the owner re- 
sides. 
"Section 8. referring 
to the place 
where personal property shall be listed 
for taxation, declares: 


".'When the owner of liva stock or 


other personal property connected with 
a farm does not reside thereon, the 
sume shall be listed and assessed in 
the town or district where the farm 
is situated.' 


"The 
question you ask is with refer- 


ence to the construction of the term 
'connected with a farm,' and you ask 
to have the construction applied to a 
case where the owner of a farm rloes 
not reside on the farm, and where 
the farm is rented for grain rent, and 
vhere the share of the landlord has 
been harvested, set aside for and de- 
livered to the landlord 
as Ms rent, 


though the share may yet remain on 
the farm; and you ask whether in 
such a case 'the landlord's share of 
tht crop after such delivery to him 
should be assessed to the landlord In 
the township and district where the 
farm Is located, or to the landlord in 
the place where he resides. 
"In reply permit me to say that in 
my opinion the words, 'connected with 
a farm,' aa used -In section 8 above 
referred to, means all property used 
,n carrying on a farm or conducting 
farm operation, or the products there- 
of in the possession of and owned by 
the person carrying on the farm, or 
conducting the farm operations. 
"In the case you present, where the 


grain has been' separated from the 
farm and from the control or use of the 
person who Is In fact conducting and 
carrying on the farm, lt» connection 
with the farm has ceased. It has ceas- 
ed as completely as would the money 
rent, If the landlord had been paid the 
rent In money by the tenant and then 
had left the money with the tenant 
on the farm for safe keeping.'It may 
:>e the proceeds or profits of the farm 
but when It is produced by the tenant 
and delivered to the landlord as his 
profit, its connection with the farm 
Has ceased, and it should be assessed 
in the location ^ where the landlord 
resides."
